of struggling through a cancer diagnosis. It was those 
struggles and the subsequent unseen costs associated 
with getting through it all that inspired them to start a 
fundraiser that could help other families with unforeseen 
expenses. 

Unlike other fundraising activities that funnel 
monies into medical research, the 
Huggins' Freezin' For a Reason 
gives money directly to families 
with financial burdens brought to 
the fore by cancer. 

Huggins said as he stood 
by the beach bonfire celebrating 
with friends, "We average around 
$11,000 in donations for this 
event, but we won't know the full 
amount for about two weeks." 

Those monies will be divided 
between several families identified 
assistance.

The cycle of life is truly visible right here just 
outside my front windows - the seasons, the people, the 
revolutions of the Earth around the sun, and the moon 
around the Earth. Sometimes, sitting quietly as I am wont 
to do as of late, I can almost hear the generations that 
have passed this way as sprouting new growth vies for an 
open space to become whatever it becomes. My soul is at 
peace with it all. 

I hadn't planned on such a full stop so soon, but 
years of wear and tear, of living and using my body came 
to pass. No, I hadn't thought about it at all, except to stay 
busy in both mind and body. AARP hotly advises: stay 
engaged at all levels.

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At age 39 with a diagnosis of osteoporosis, I had 
flung myself feet-first into exercise that I knew would 
save me from an old age of broken bones, or worse. Miles 
upon miles of speed walking followed more recently by 
exercise classes geared for the aging body; I also added 
bicycling and swimming just to mix it up a bit. I felt so 
good. 

I took the prescribed medications intended to 
strengthen my bones and trusted without much study 
or thought that I would be spared what I had witnessed 
happen to my maternal aunt and my mother - the slow 
crush of skeletons unable to support torsos and legs no 
longer viable as vertical supports, and the unrelenting 
pain. These ladies didn't have a childhood diet rich in 
vitamin D and calcium. And no doubt they had inherited 
a predisposition to the disease as I have. But they didn't 
exercise, take supplements, or subscribe to the religion of 
prescription medications. I had. I'd be spared. I'd live a 
healthier life in my old age. There would be no stopping 
me. 

Overuse injuries brought on by structural issues 
that were ignored sidelined me for months, but I was 
strong, and I presumed that the bright light at the end of 
the tunnel wasn't an oncoming train, but a welcoming 
beacon signaling the entrance of yet another open space 
trail I needed to wander. 

Yet things weren't right. Things were going 
wrong. Ankles followed by a hip issue followed by 
back troubles tested my persistence to get better, which 
was getting more and more difficult. Physical therapy 
appointments became mental health sessions, too. Dark 
thoughts simply were not to be tolerated. A mantra of 
"The sun will come out tomorrow" was holistically 
prescribed by well-intentioned young bloods. 

However, that swinging sword of Damocles 
began to cast a long, foreboding shadow across my Mary 
Poppins attitude despite my best efforts. While I was able 
to convince myself that if I walked 1 mile-an-hour on

Monday, by golly. I'd have to aim for 2 miles-an-hour on 
Tuesday, a sense of impending doom was also settling in 
for the duration. 

Now, as the traffic flow shifts from south to north 
each afternoon, my energy level is drained by the effort of 
simply walking around the house with crutches. Surgical 
intervention to repair a broken femur has been followed 
by weeks of in-home physical therapy, as I've become 
the lucky one in 10,000 to have a negative result from 
osteoporosis medications. They've turned out, for me, to 
do more harm then good.

ordeal of securing cutting-edge medical intervention at a 
Boston hospital, my resolve has not waivered. To be less 
than optimistic would be unfair to him and the rest of the 
family and, yes, to myself. I must press on. 

Others have gone and are going through worse; I 
am reminded, almost hourly. My peers are familiar with 
waiting rooms, too. 

If nothing else, maybe my cautionary tale can 
help someone else navigate the sometimes murky and 
experimental side of modern medical care. Or to at least 
plead, "First, do no harm."

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The Buzzards Bay Coalition in Marion

The relatively new Buzzards Bay Coalition 
science laboratory and baykeeper boat building opened in 
October at the new location at Route 6 and Spring Street. 

It will now become a future landmark for clean water 
stewardship and activity centerpiece in Marion. 

From this base of operation, the residential R/V 
Buzzards Baykeeper can be launched for water quality 
collection 
and 

monitoring 
all the way 
from Little 
Compton 
in Rhode 
Island to 
Woods Hole 
in Cape 
Cod. As 
illustrated, it 

will provide an expanded environmental playground for 
the Coalition marine dolphin mascot whose purpose of 
identification for children is spelled out on its apron in the 
initials C. W. for clean water. 

The historic national focus of concern about clean 
water was brought to a legislative turning point with 
the passage of the Clean Water Act of 1986, primarily 
pioneered by the late Senator and previous Governor 
of Rhode Island, John H. Chaffee. John was my family's 
next-door neighbor and close friend. He built his house 
with a panoramic view of the Potowomut River in East 
Greenwich. It was right next to our dairy farm that had 
historically been a Narragansett hunting and fishing 
ground. There, when I was 14 years old at the start of 
World War II, my father who was in the Air Force was 
reported missing in action over Germany A Native 
American who worked on our farm adopted me as a

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blood brother. 

Subsequently, and in my teenage years growing 
up, I walked with him in his ancestors' footsteps along the 
waterfront that had also inspired John Chaffee towards a 
career in environmental conservation. 

Today, the Coalition's focus of conservation 
involves both land and water. They watch trails, stream 
flow, and rainwater when it bleeds into the estuaries with 
harmful pollutants adverse to reproduction. You will 
know when this raises their coastal red flag for consuming 
shellfish. 

Another focus is in the local herring 
migrations where the magical phenomenon is known 
as "anadromous," meaning the migration up streams 
from the sea to spawn. My native mentor taught me the 
meaning of this natural historic heritage that lasted to 
this very day. Later in life when I became president of the 
Berkshire Fish Hatchery Board of Directors, one of the 
members was the late David Cathcart who had been a 
vital supporting attorney to John Chaffee in Washington. 
Together, we did research for the Connecticut River 
Salmon Restoration Program and were awarded a 
U.S.F.W. National Partnership Award in Washington's 
Rayburn Building. We had developed a process in our 
hatch house to imprint fingerling Atlantic salmon with

and return to a location favorable for their own spawning. 

Thanks to you as a reader and The Wanderer 
folks for allowing me to take you on my own personal 
bay walk. Let me leave you with the Native American 
conviction that this land is not ours to own or sell because 
it will be passed on to our children as caretakers and then 
future generations. This stewardship philosophy is the 
very heart of The Buzzards Bay Coalition, now expanded 
to Marion.

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been the executive secretary for the Town of Fairhaven 
and the superintendent of the Fairhaven Department of 
Public Works for a total of four decades of service. 

Osuch asked for a complete set of all meeting 
minutes from for the past year while stating it would take 
a "good three or four weeks to learn as much as possible 
by listening to concerns." He said he plans on visiting the 
Benson Brook transfer station in Marion very soon. 

In attendance and expressing their pleasure 
at Osuch's appointment were board members David 
Menard, Gary Buckminster, Bill Duggin, David Robertson, 
and Marion Finance Director Judy Mooney. 

Mooney has been assisting the committee with 
financial documents and ongoing operational paperwork 
during what, at times, has been mass confusion in the 
wake of an embezzlement scandal that began in late 2017. 

In January 2018, former CMWRRDD executive 
director Ray Pickles and his wife, Diane Bondi-Pickles, 
along with former Carver health agent Robert Tinkham, 

Jr., were accused of embezzling hundreds of thousands of 
dollars from the disposal district coffers. Ensuing forensic 
audits uncovered the massive scope of abnormalities in 
financial recordkeeping Pickles had been entrusted with 
handling. 

During this meeting, committee members were 


hesitant to discuss the current status of the ongoing 
civil court case, but noted that at the present time things 
seemed to be at a standstill. This was brought up when 
discussing invoices the disposal district had received from 
their legal representation, KP Law. 

Mooney said that she had received invoices for 
$12,400; $22,000; $22,532; and $13,000; prompting Cushing 
to wonder aloud, "We owe them, but we need to find out 
how much more." 

Turning to Osuch, Cushing said, "Now is the 
time to gather information and find out what the district 
wants." He said it is critical that the district is prepared 
and ready for the 2019 annual town meeting when the 
municipalities present their fiscal year 2020 budgets. 

"We should have a good idea of where we are 
heading," Cushing said. 

Osuch asked to see any and all existing contracts 
and agreements. 

There was some discussion about new landfill 
stickers being distributed and questions regarding 
how and who would police the use of sticker. It was 
determined that policing would continue by the landfill 
employees and that the individual towns would continue 
to issue permits. 

Robertson, a selectman from the Town of Carver, 
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said that he had been approached by a veteran in his 
community about the possibility of issuing landfill 
stickers to disabled veterans for free as a way to "thank 
them" for their service. After further discussion, the 
committee postponed any changes in permitting 
structures and fees at this time, but would consider the 
suggestion at a future meeting. 

There was also discussion about scrap metal 
that had gone missing at the landfill and the lack of any 
documentation that supported the sale of metals. The 
committee members agreed that additional signage was 
needed to alert people using the landfill that metals were 
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not for the taking. 

The next meeting of the committee for the Carver, 
Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal District is 
scheduled for January 24 at 5:00 pm at the Marion Police 
Station. 


National 911 Outage Disrupts Local 911 Service

A 911 outage spread across the nation on Friday, 
December 28, causing sporadic disruptions in local 
911 service in 37 states, including the Tri-Town, forcing 
residents to default back to their local police department's 
direct phone number for emergency assistance.

Officials first believed the disruption was limited 
to cellular 911 calls, but soon discovered some landlines 
were also affected. According to the Massachusetts 
Emergency Management Agency, instead of the voice of 
a 911 dispatcher, callers heard a rapid busy signal or an 
"All circuits are busy" message, or were connected to a 
different emergency call center than expected. 

Marion Police Chief John Garcia said once he 
received an alert from MEMA on Friday advising the 
department about the outage, he had Marion's 911 service 
assessed. 

"We made test calls from a cellphone and landline 
and discovered that we were unable to receive any 911 
calls," Garcia told The Wanderer. "We immediately put a 
message on our Facebook page advising residents to not 
to call 911 and posted our business line phone number." 

Rochester reported no disruption in its own 911 
service, which is provided by the Regional Old Colony 
Communications Center (ROCCC) based in Duxbury, but 
the Rochester Police Department proceeded to reach out 
to the public just in case an outage did occur. 

"According to the ROCCC, we were not affected 
and had no issues," said Rochester Police Chief Robert 
Small in a follow-up with The Wanderer. "To ensure that 
we were prepared in case our system did have any issues. 




*1 E§ Now accepting Fuel Assistance' 
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we put out a Facebook message and a reverse 911 call 
to all residents. They were instructed to call the 10-digit 
emergency number." 

"It definitely was a concern," Garcia said. 
"Citizens are taught at an early age to dial 911 during an 
emergency; take away 911 and not everyone would know 
the business phone number for their local police or fire 
department. 

"Valuable time could be lost during an emergency 
if someone had to look up a business line number," 
continued Garcia. "The problem is compounded 
when someone is travelling and may not know what 
jurisdiction they are in or even if they do, it is unlikely 
they would know the number of the PD if they are 
visiting another town." 

Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons said that 
fortunately Mattapoisett's 911 calls were unaffected by 
the sporadic disruptions, but it took some investigation to 
confirm the system was working as it should. 

"Our concern was that residents calling 911 were 
receiving a busy signal on the 911 emergency line," Lyons 
said. "We put the message our through Facebook in 
attempt to notify as many people as possible. Other media 
outlets also put the message out. We wanted to remind 
residents to call the business line if they had called 911 



and had a busy signal." 

Garcia said he was also concerned that, with the 
new 911 system, a caller's location from either a cellphone 
or a landline is mapped on the computer. But during an 
outage, this feature might not be available and if a caller 
was unsure of their exact location, Garcia said, asking 
questions to determine the location is valuable time lost. 

"We were lucky that we did not experience that in 
Marion during the outage," said Garcia. 

According to a press release issued by MEMA 
later Friday night, the 911 system throughout the 
Massachusetts had been tested and confirmed that the

Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
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commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits 
of funding, not all of the historic buildings were surveyed, 
but over 100 were catalogued and photographed. 

The results of the survey are in digital form on the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission's website and in 
four binders in the Sippican Historical Society's office 
(and at the Marion Town Clerk's office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture. 

This installment features 2 West Drive. West Drive 
encompasses five lovely Shingle-style residences located 
on Sippican Harbor. Bearing evocative names such as 
Cedarholm, Merry Court, Stony Croft, and Hazelmere, 
this enclave's residences are surrounded by rolling 
lawn dotted with rock outcroppings. To the rear of these 
houses are circular driveways and wooded areas. This 
area illustrates the popularity of the Shingle style used 
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for the substantial 
summer 

residences in New 
England coastal 
communities 
during the 1880s 
and 1890s. The 
handsome Shingle- 
style cottage at 2 
West Drive may be 
the oldest residence within the enclave. Built in 1893 for 
the Boston leather dealer, William M. Bullivant (188-1939), 
this home was designed by Charles Allerton Coolidge. 

In 1900, Bullivant founded the Northwestern Leather 
Company and served as its president until his retirement 
in 1921. Over time, Bullivant was able to acquire 450 acres 
of land at Great Neck, including the grounds of what 
is now the Marion Golf Club. The golf course and the 
gardens at this home were designed by George C. Thomas 
Jr. of Philadelphia, who summered on the Cape. A noted 
collector of art and rare books, Bullivant possessed one 
of the finest collections of etchings in the country. His 
library, though small, contained many rare books. For 
many years, he was a vestryman of St. Gabriel's Episcopal 
Church in Marion. He also belonged to numerous Boston 
clubs, including the Algonquin and Exchange Clubs, the 
Club of Odd Volumes, and the Iconographic Society.

Cold War. Starring Joanna Kulig and Tomasz Kot. 
Directed by Pawel Pawlikowski. Running time: 88 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At the Coolidge Corner 
Theatre in Brookline starting January 18. 

Together with Paul Schrader's First Reformed , 
Pawei Pawlikowski's latest work of beauty Cold 
War reminds modern viewers how lovely and, yes, 
roomy a film shot in the old, squarish Academy ratio 
can look. Towards the end, when the film's star- 
crossed lovers are dropped off by a bus beneath a 
massive tree, they are dwarfed by it in a way they 
couldn't be in a more conventional rectangular 
composition. Events global and intimate weigh on 
the protagonists, and the images (with the help of 
cinematographer Lukasz Zal), with their cavernous 
head room, imply that the very atmosphere itself is 
pressing down on the people. 

Cold War , loosely inspired by the story of 
Pawlikowski's parents, runs a brisk 88 minutes 
(including six or so minutes of end credits) and 
spans fifteen years. The next time some hot-shot 
blockbuster director brings a superhero movie in 
at north of two (or even two and a half) hours and 
tries to tell you the epic length is necessary, show 
them Cold War, which despite its brevity allows itself 
plenty of breathing room for ambiguity and elliptical 
storytelling. The couple, singer Zula (Joanna Kulig) 
and pianist Wiktor (Tomasz Kot), run across each 
other various times over the decade and a half, in 
Poland, in Moscow, in Berlin and Yugoslavia and 
Paris. Each encounter seems to make the same point 
about how they're not meant for anyone else but 
can't live together either. 

The film's approach to the romance (if that is 
the word) is a bit distanced, as though Pawlikowski 
had no idea what drew and bound together his own 
disputatious parents. Maybe he made the movie in 
order to find out, but I don't think he succeeded, if 
so. The movie makes better sense as a metaphor for 



conflicting values or temperaments; she is art, he is 
business, she is confidence, he is fear, she is flexible, 
he is rigid. Most importantly, he defects to France 
and becomes a peripatetic session musician, while 
she legally goes wherever her ensemble goes and 
eventually builds a solo career. During all this, the 
music starts with peasant-authentic folk, then shifts 
to state-approved odes to authority, then jazz, then 
rock and roll; we see the evolution (or devolution, as 
some at the time would have said) of pop music in 
the mid-20th century. 

Cold War has a classical old-Hollywood 
chiaroscuro sheen. Its black-and-white images 
heighten the starkness of the European settings 
during the titular era (1949-1964). It has its thematic 
and aesthetic ducks in a row; it's an understated 
achievement of great elegance and awareness of 
the intractable illogic of people. As cinema, it's near 
perfect, but there's many another schlockier romance 
that actually makes us care about its lovers. Maybe 
if you go too far down the road of art you have to 
leave the basics of manipulation and pathos behind, 
the narrative beats that pull emotions out of us 
whether or not we want them to. Cold War doesn't 
do that. It leaves us with a vague sadness about what 
might have been, and we sort of have to climb into 
the movie and flesh it out — imagine the dialogue 
we're not privy to, the connective scenes of standard 
affection and attraction Pawlikowski artfully leaves 
out. In brief. Cold War rings the bells that respond 
to a gorgeous brushstroke, but ignores the basic 
matinee-goer's desire to know why the boy and the 
girl get together, should be together, are destined to 
stay together.
